Your Congressman 
R&ports..... 

X Special Subcommittee of 
the House of Representatives 
was created recently to in- 
vestigate activities of Federal 
agencies which may invade 
the citizen's right of privacy. 
It is the privilege of this 
Member of Congress to serve 
as the ranking minority mem- 
ber of this Subcommittee of 
which Congressman Cornelius 
E. Gallagher of New Jersey 
is the Chairman. 

The investigations of the 
Subcommittee arc expected 
to include practices of wire 
tapping, telephone monitor- 
ing and other forms of "bug- 
ging" private conservations. 

The development of highly 
complex and sophisticated 
electronic devices as well as 
a clamor for more tools to 
combat crime have resulted 
in a proliferation of many 
novel inventions which would 
seem to impair the privacy 
and sanctity of Individual 
conduct and relationships. 

Abuses have appeared not 
only in wire tapping devices 
but also in the reliance upon 
lie detectors, or polygraphs. 

Some uses of these tools 
appear under circumstances 
where previously only a per- 
sonal interview, or question- 
naire form was involved. 
Shocking the sensitivities of a 
job applicant or other per- 
son being Interviewed by un- 
related personal questions 
is a type of abuse which ex- 
plains the reason for the cre- 
ation of the Special Subcom- 
mittee. 

It Is expected that initially 
the investigations will be di- 
rected toward protecting the 
individual's privacy with re-

The critical situation In 
South VielrNam results in 
frequent questions directed 
to me as well' as to other 
Members of Congress.

question is asked, "Well, what 
would YOU do about it?" 

It should be stated again 
that foreign, policy Is tho 
function of the Executive 
Branch .and not of the Con- 
gress. What the Executive 
decides, the Congress gen- 
erally supports and imple- 
ments. It is important to 
recognize that this practice 
applies wltli respect to Vlet- 
Nam. 

In order for the Congress 
to fulfill its responsibilities, 
the State Department pro- 
vides "off-the-rccord" brief- 
ing sessions for alt members 
of the House who desire in- 
formation from that source. 
Various committees of the 
House arid Senato, including, 
of course, the House Foreign 
Affairs . Committee, have 
conducted studies In depth 
concerning South Vlet-Nam 
and other troubled areas. It 
Is no secret that some of the 
well-informed members of 
the House and Senate dis- 
agree sharply with many of 
the official civilian and mili- 
tary decisions which affect 
our South Vlet-Nam posture. 

Following the so-called 
raids on the Buddhist pago- 
das and the sensational self- 
destruction by several Budd- 
hist monks, various members 
of the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee visited South Vlet- 
Nam to Investigate first- 
hand j he situation there. 
One of the members who 
made this trip informed me 
privately that the alleged 
Buddhist persecution had 
been exaggerated out of all 
proportion. From him and 
other sources, I have conclud- 
ed that the State Department 
and large segments of the 
American public were misled 
by unreliable information. 
However, this misinformation 
resulted In loss of confidence 
in the Diem regime and the 
withdrawal of funds for his 
security forces.

There are at least 250,000 chemicals and drugs for home use 
that would be harmful if Improperly used, thoy warn. These 
Include everyday Items such as cleaning aids, cosmetics, medl* 
clnes, paints and Insecticides. 

They point out that In one year more than 1,300 deaths ie- 
suited from accidental home poisoning, of which 30 per cent , 
were children under 5 years of age. Another 200,000 persons 
suffered disabling Illnesses. 

This year marks the 20th anniversary of the 4-H safety pro- 
gram sponsored by General Motors in cooperation with the 
Extension Service and the National 4-H Service Committee. 
Safety program membership Is around one-half million. 

During this timo hundreds of clubs have been cited for con- 
ducting life-saving community projects, and thousands of boys 
and girls have been individually recognized for doing on excel- 
lent job In promoting safety, the committee reports.

TRAVELING BY AIR

With the summer traveling 
season 1 approaching, many 
young mothers soon will be 
taking baby on his first vaca- 
tion trip — by air. 

Most major airlines main- 
tain extensive facilities for. 
baby's travel comfort and 
mothers will find that ajrlp 
by air with baby can be both 
simple and pleasant. Rabies 
travel very well by air and 
since the trips arc quick, 
many of the stresses and 
problems of long journeys 
are eliminated. 

To take full advantage of 
an airline's baby facilities; 
let the reservation clerk 
know, when you buy your 
tickets, that you will have 
your baby with you. An in* 
fant under two years of age 
travels for ten percent of the 
adult fare, unless you want 
to reserve a seat just for him, 
at 50 percent of the regular 
fare. 

Baby's traveling basket, 
diapers, blankets and other 
necessary items are carried 
free of charge and are not 
included in the weight of 
your batfgage. On. many 
flights the airline will supply, 
without charge, a hanging 
basket which can be suspend- 
ed above your scat. These 
should be reserved when you 
purchase your tickets. 

Food for baby aboard an 
aircraft also is provided by 
the airline, although not .-ev- 
ery brand is stocked. Most 
aircraft carry albuminous and 
whole milk, supplies of si rain- 
ed vegetables, fruits and cer- 
eals and baby crackers. The 
stewardess will be glad to 
have food ready for your 
baby If you will inform her 



of baby's feeding schedule. 

Airliners also carry a spc 
eial "baby box" for. your con-;. 
veniencc. It contains oil, oint- 
ment, powder, baby soap and 
other essentials. Sterilized 
water is available on most 
flights and the gallery is 
equipped to store formulas 
under refrigeration and ' to 
heat .them when needed. It 
Is advisable to prepare your 
own formula at home mid 
give It to the stewardess ou 
boarding the plane. 

When an aircraft takes off 
or descends, It Is quite nor- 
mal to feet slight pressure in 
your ears, even on pressur- 
ized planes. Your baby may 
react quite naturally and 
start to cry. By giving him 
something to drink, be will 
swallow automatically and re- 
lieve tho pressure. It Is not 
advisable to put cotton in 
baby's cars on a flight. 

Airline stewardesses will 
do everything possible to 
make. your baby's first trip by 
air comfortable and pleasant.

My guide was plant super- 
intendent Steve Ryzftko. Many 
residents of Antioch will re- 
member Steve when he was 
a member of Antioch 's police 
force. , The workers around 
the plant jokingly rofor to 
him as "tho cop."

"And the problem is in- 
creasing as gardeners, and 
contractors, rush their fall 
yard and excavating proj- 
ects." Talman adds. "But 
the real danger of cable dam- 
age Is when phone service to 
hospitals, police and fire de- 
partments and other essential 
agencies is cut off." 
- There have been more than 
150 Chicago area cables dug 
up in the first eight months 
of 1964, knocking out more 
than 20,000 phones.

— A cable was nicked by a 
River Grove homeowner 
erecting a fence post, result- 
ing in disruption of service 
months later from accumu- 
lated moisture. 

— While digging for a water 
main, a contractor cut a ca- 
ble in Skokic cutting off !M0 
lines including a burglar 
alarm. 

—A contractor in Harvey 
mangled a cable serving two 
fire lines and a burglar alarm 
and 150 other telephone 
users.
